How TO Detect Bhotogp.ai’hic Cocss 
TKRFITB. — The Cincinnati Columbian says 
that the new style of counterfiling bank 
notes by photography, can be detected 
by applying a solution of coriosive subli- 
mate, (bi-cloride of mercury) on the note 
with a soft camel's hair pencil. It will 
obliterate the couaterfit presentment 
entirely, while it has no effect 
on the printed note.
